A strange numismatic paring 



An 1831 Classic Head half-cent and Coronet large cent

In 1831, the Philadelphia Mint stmekjust 2,200 Classie Head 
half-eents, supposedly proofs although this has been debated. By 
eontrast, 3,359,260 Coronet large eents were reported stmek the same 
year, some with a large letters on the reverse and others with a small 
letters, but both are fairly eommon. On the other hand, the 1831 Classie 
Head half-eent is so rare that eleetrotype replieas have been made from 
original speeimens yet are still eolleetable at a far lower eost whieh is 
how the author aequired the smaller eoin shown at the left. This 
deseription of the eleetrotype eopy was transferred from an artiele that 
appeared on the internet in Oetober of this year. 
“Electrotype reproductions of coins are created, first by impressing 
a coin in a pliable substance, such as wax, which is then coated 
with graphite or some other material that is able to conduct 
electricity.” The eleetrotype 1831 half-eent was obtained by the author 
in 1991 at a tiny fraetion of what the genuine 1831 half-eent would eost 
yet is eonsidered a popular eolleetible alternative.

Christian Gobrecht was brought into the 
Philadelphia Mint without rank in 1823 
shortly after the death of our first Chief 
Engraver, Robert Seot in order to eontinue 
Seot’s unfinished duties until a new engraver 
was found. While he had eampaigned for the 
Chief Engraver position in 1824, William 
Kneass was hired instead but when Kneass 
suffered a stroke in 1835, Gobreeht was 
appointed “2^^ engraver” and began to refine 
the Coronet large eent designs. 

The ehanges Gobreeht made on the eent were slight with the first 
oeeurring in 1835 when the head of 1834 that displayed a wide neek on 
the earlier varieties was redueed to a narrower neek on “the head of 
1836”. Another more subtle ehange extended the point of Miss 
Liberty’s tiara beyond her hair. Finally, the diameter of the cent was 
reduced from 29 mm to 27.5 mm. possibly due the installment of the 
close collar deviee applied to the serew press whieh maintained a 
speeifie diameter for eaeh denomination.

The Coinage Changes of 1836

While the1836 Reeded Edge variety was graded XF-45

The Lettered edge Capped Bust half-dollar was first 
produced in 1807 during the Jefferson administration by the 
then newly appointed Asst. Engraver, John Reich. The coin-type 
was struck for thirty consecutive years without any major 
changes until the latter part of 1836 when the fifty-cent coin was 
reduced in size from 32.5 mm to 30 mm and the lettered edge 
replaced by a reeded edge by Christian Gobrecht. Prior to the 
changeover, 6.545,000 Lettered Edge half-dollars were struck at 
the Philadelphia Mint, the most for any US coin in a single year 
while only 1,200+ 1836 Reeded edge half-dollars were 
supposedly coined and is now considered one of the scarcer and 
more desirable collectibles across the grading spectrum. 

During the era of the lettered edge Capped Bust half- 
dollar, the coin was used by banks as specie, (hard money) to 
back important transactions and investments which is why many 
of the dates of that series still survive in VF thru XF grades that 
are affordable to most collectors today. The rare 1836 Reeded 
edge half on the other hand continues to rise in price having 
more than doubled in value since the author acquired the 
specimen shown on the right side of the photo back in 1992. 

The close collar device was first installed in the screw 
press in 1828 in order to insure that all Capped Bust type dismes 
would have the same diameter which is why from 1829 thru 
1837—the end of its run—the coin had a reeded edge and was 
reduced in size from 18.8 mm to 18.5mm. When it came to the 
half-dollar denomination, the Mint did not make the changeover 
until late in 1836 when Gobrecht removed the lettered edge 
which had displayed an indented half-dollar or fifty-cents to 
just a simple reeded edge with no lettering at all. From 1837 
thru 1839, the end of the Capped Bust type run, the halves 
struck at the Philadelphia Mint were once again struck in the 
millions although not as much as he final years for the lettered 
edge halves.

In 1834 President Andrew Jackson decided to make gifts 
of proof coinage to foreign potentates. The problem was that 
two of the ten authorized US denominations had been suspended 
in 1804, the dollar, last dated 1803 and the 1804 $10.00 gold 
eagle. Since the decision to suspend the silver dollar and gold 
eagle coinage had never been rescinded by any new legislation. 
Mint Director Patterson ordered that ‘replicas’ of the Bust dollar 
and $10.00 gold eagle be made with the 1804 date and added to 
the other eight denominations dated 1834 in order to complete 
the sets. Only two of the eight sets planned, survive. 

In 1835, Mint Director Robert Maskell Patterson decided to 
resurrect the dollar denomination with a new design. Sketches 
were submitted by Chief Mint engraver William Kneass based 
on drawings by renowned painters, Thomas Sully and Titian 
Peale similar to the portrait of Britannia on English coins but 
when Kneass suffered a stroke and was unable to continue, 
Patterson asked Gobrecht to engrave a dollar coin which were 
similar to the sketches of Sully and Peale which resulted in the 
glorious 1836 dollar coin shown directly below. 

The Magnificent Gobrecht Dollar of 1836

1,000 original Gobrecht dollars were struck on Dec. 31, 1836 and 
submitted to members of Congress with two going to President Andrew 
Jackson. Further attempts to improve the coin’s strike between 1836 
and 1839 failed despite subtle alterations in 1837 thru 1839, which 
resulted regrettably in a change back to a more conventional design 
released in 1840 with Reich’s spread eagle replacing Gobrecht’s 
soaring eagle originally sketched by Titian Peale.

The Coinage Changes of 1837 Half-Dimes and Dimes

In 1837, both the Capped Bust half-dime and dime 
were replaced by the Liberty seated type later in the same year. 
The mintages were sufficient for all four issues to be collectible. 
In 1837, the Bust half-dime had a reported mintage of 871,000. 
Later in the year, 1,405,000 new Liberty Seated half-dimes were 
released. The Bust dime had a reported mintage of 359,000 
struck in its final year while the new Liberty Seated dime’s 
mintage was 682,500. Like the large Gobrecht Liberty Seated 
dollar, the half-dine and dime, no stars appeared on the obverse. 
As for the reverses, both the five and ten cent Liberty Seated 
denominations received major changes with the eagle being 
replaced by a simple laurel wreath. From that time, the two 
smallest silver coins would no longer display the eagle on the 
reverse whereas the eagle would remain on the reverses of the 
three remaining large silver issues and gold denominations. 


The Coinage Changes of 1838

By 1838, the population had grown considerably in the 
United States requiring three new mints to be added; one in New 
Orleans, LA, another in Charlotte, NC and a third in Dahlonega, 
GA. The two last named were created to strike only gold coins 
due the areas in their respective states that had uncovered 
sufficient gold deposits. The new mint at New Orleans was 
authorized to strike silver and gold issues leaving the larger 
Philadelphia Mint the responsibility of producing the gold, 
silver and copper issues. 

In 1838, it was decided to add the 13 stars on the 
obverse of both the Liberty Seated half-dime and dime, which 
used to appear on the reverse the Bust coinage, but word of the 
change came too late for the New Orleans Mint to follow suit 
with the result that all 1838-0 half-dines and dimes were coined 
without stars on the obverse, thereby creating a one year sub- 
type. The 1838-0 shown on the dime is in a much lower grade 
because it is a lot scarcer than the 1838-P with stars sub-type.

In 1838, it would be the quarter’s turn for the Liberty 
Seated design to replace the Capped Bust portrayal on the 
twenty-five cent coin, but first a little more history regarding 
this particular denomination is worth noting. 


When the close collar was first attached to the screw 
press in 1828 to establish a specific diameter for the Cap Bust 
disme, it was next used for the same purpose on the 25 cent 
denomination. Beginning in 1831, the diameter of the quarter 
was reduced from 27 mm to 24.3 mm, (same as today). In 
preparation for the installment, our second chief engraver, 
William Kneass, refined the design on the obverse by creating a 
narrower image on Miss Liberty. On the reverse, he removed 
the motto, E PLURIBUS unum above the eagle. The newly 
refined quarter now had reeded edge. In its new guise, the coin 
was struck in consecutive years from 1831 thru 1838 with all 
dates being relatively common and collectible. 


In the second half of 1838, Gobrecht’s Liberty Seated 
design replaced the reduced size Capped Bust design on the 
quarter; but as the reader will observe, somehow the rendition 
of the Seated Liberty figure on the obverse appears somewhat, 
different, while the reverse displays the original spread-eagle 
design of John Reich instead of the soaring eagle sketched by 
artist Titian Peale and engraved by Gobrecht. So, what 
happened to that glorious soaring eagle that appeared on the 
back of Gobrecht’s magnificent dollar?

When the newly installed steam press was having diffieulty 
striking up the Gohreeht dollar, the staff tried striking it on the older 
serew press but for some reason, problems in the finished produet 
remained, so Mint Direetor, Robert Maskell Patterson hired the reeently 
arrived British engraver, Robert Ball Hughes to eome up with an 
alternative adjustment to the design. Hughes broadened and flattened 
out the features of Miss Liberty on the obverse but Tieiian Peale’s 
soaring eagle apparently was more diffieult to strike up, so Patterson 
deeided to replaee it with Reieh’s spread eagle that had been stmek 
sueeessfully sinee 1807. As a result, artistie beauty was replaeed with 
funetionality. The one positive aspeet of all this is that a eolleetor of 
modest means ean aequire both transitional types of the half-dimes, 
dimes and quarters in the middle to higher eireulated grades at modest 
priees although none of the eompromised aeeepted types eome elose to 
the beauty of Gobreehf s original eoneept for the 1836 silver dollar.

The author acquired the with-drapery half-dollar at the 
2012 ANA convention held in Philadelphia that summer. It was 
graded AU-55 by NGC. Although, a fairly common coin, during 
the past eight years, it has risen in price substantially. The 
earlier released no-drapery 1839 Liberty Seated half is quite 
scarce, especially from AU-50 into the uncirculated grades, but 
in January of 2016, the author came across a certified AU-53 
specimen—also certified by NGC—on line and while costly, it 
was well struck and problem-free, so he valued it as one of the 
more important acquisitions of the late 1830s US coin sets. 


After 1837, the denomination FIFTY-CENTS was changed to The Five Obverses of the 1839 Large Cents

In 1839, five different Coronet type large eents have been 
attributed to engraver Christian Gobreehf s tinkering whieh began in 
1835. In 1837, two minor eent varieties ineluded the plain hair eord and 
the Beaded hair eord, the latter whieh would beeome known as the type 
of 1838. The Petite Head—whieh first appeared in 1839—would begin 
the new so-ealled Braided Hair series of 1840. Notiee how Miss 
Liberty’s head dips down on the Petite Head sub-type. 


In 1839, the Capped Bust Reeded Edge half-dollar was struck 
in both the Philadelphia Mint with a reported mintage of 3, 932, 
976 with just 226,000 for the 1839-0, now in its second year of 
operation, the 1839-P being the more affordable of the two.

Finally, later in 1839, the obverse of the Reeded Edge 
Bust half was replaced by the Liberty Seated frontage with a 
reported mintage of 1,972,400. Due to the size of the coin, 
critics complained that the drapery across Miss Liberty’s knee 
needed to be lengthened, so after a small unknown number of 
no drapery coins were struck, the greater portion of the

When enlarged the shields which remained slanted on the higher 
silver denominations, the quarter, half-dollar and silver dollar, 
on the with drapery half-dimes and dimes become upright 
through the end of the Liberty Seated run in 1891.

When one compares the original Gobrecht designed 
Liberty Seated dollar of 1836 and other quasi-pattern trial runs 
dated 1838 and 1839, with the final version first struck in 1840-, 
the last year of the 1930s decade, there is a sense of great 
disappointment and frustration by collectors over the Mint’s 
inability to continue to strike Gobrechfs original design. 
Numismatic scholars who have done extensive research on the 
subject claim that neither the screw or newly installed steam 
press could guarantee successful strikes on Gobrechfs 
masterpiece, but the original 1,000 struck on and delivered on 
Dec. 31, 1836, didn’t seem to present any problems in striking. 
On March, 31, 1837, 600 more Gobrecht dollars were 
supposedly released with medal turn obverse to reverse but in 
recent articles it is now believed that they were later restrikes. 

When the reader enlarges the two obverses above, 
despite the lower grade of the 1840 Lib, Std dollar, which was 
certified as a AU-50 compared with the more brilliant AU-58 
certified grade of the Gobrecht original on he left, the flattening 
and widening out of the Miss Liberty by Robert Ball Hughes 
may have improved the coin’s stinking capability but it 
destroyed its artistic beauty.

As for the reverses, the beautiful soaring eagle at left is 
arguably much more attractive than the Spread Eagle design on 
the 1840 at right which remained on the silver dollar through 
1873 and the quarter and halves through 1891. 

Nevertheless, the ten years that our coinage was being 
produced between 1831 thru 1840 may be regarded as the 
Decade of Great Change.

Attending a Coin Show during a Pandemic 

-An Editorial- 



One of our past shows showing a portion of the bourse floor 
With Covid-19, rampant, standing this close at a coin show is risky! 


Since mid January of this year, our nation aiong 
with the rest of the worid has been affected by a Pandemic 
that hasn’t been this serious since the Spanish Fiu of 1917 
and ’18. As a resuit, many of the nations shut down about 
two months after the Coronavirus entered their countries. 
During the aimost fuii year iife span of this disease some 
nations have fared better than others, but regardiess of 
those factors, Covid-19, as the disease is named, has 
proven to be a “kiiier” with aimost 250,000 deaths expected 
to be recorded in our nation by this coming Friday, the day 
our show begins. 

So far, despite our state of Georgia having recorded 
the fifth most cases of the disease in the nation, the Centrai 
Savannah River Area-where most of the persons reading 
this reside-has been spared the severer effects of the 
iiiness, primariiy because beginning in eariy Aprii, the 
commissioners of our respective counties took strong 
measurers to protect its citizens.

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The Series of 1869 $1.00 ^^Rainbow’’ Note

One of our most beautiful examples of large US 
banknotes are the Series of 1869 Legal Tender notes which 
were issued in nine different denominations that included the 
$1.00, $2.00, $5.00, $10.00, $20.00, $50.00, $100.00, $500.00 
and $1,.000.00; the last, with only two known survivors. 

With obsolete large size US bank notes now priced at 
an all time high, obtaining specimens graded new (i.e., from 
MS-60 thru MS-64 and above), is virtually impossible except 
for the very well endowed. The Series of 1869 has been called 
^‘the Rainbow Notes due to the gorgeous colors used on the 
face of each denomination. And while the designs remained the 
same on these large size Legal Tender bills through the Series of 
1917, the colors were not quite as spectacular as the initial 
release. The $1.00 note of this series is the most affordable and 
one certified VF-20 is probably collectible at a reasonable price. 

The note shown above features a portrait of George 
Washington, by Gilbert Stuart, engraved by Albert Sealey in the 
center with a vignette of “Christopher Columbus “in sight of 
land” from painting by Charles Schussele engraved by Joseph P. 
Ourdan on the upper left. A large red seal is printed at the lower 
right with the signatures of John Allison, Register of the 
Treasury and Francis Spinner, Treasurer of the United States. 

The back of the note features green ink, which the 
nickname “greenbacks” got its name going back to 1862. There 
are various numeral one’s with the certification of the note 
printed in the center right side between a smaller 1 over ONE 
and a large 1. 

During the late 1980s thru the 1990s, the author 
collected large US back notes of various denominations and 
types. They were already beginning to rise in price and third 
party professional certification had not yet begun. Even then, the 
earlier examples of US currency were beyond the reach of 
middle class collectors but their magnificence is still admired.
